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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1 .17(e), was filed in this apphcation after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 12/8/09 has been entered. Claims 2-4, 6-9, 1 1-15, 17-19, 
22-24, and 26-35 are submitted for examination. 

Response to Arguments - 35 U.S. C §103 

1 . Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 
claims 2-4, 6-9, 11-15, 17-19, 22-24, and 26-35 has been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 2-4, 6-9, 1 1-15, 17-19, 22-24, and 26-35 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: limitation b) of all independent claims recites "adjusting. . .the demand forecast 
with predefined datasets represented of." It is unclear if the demand forecast contains 
predefined datasets, or if the datasets are a factor and component of the adjustment. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 2-4, 6-9, 1 1-15, 17-19, 22-24, and 26-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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4. Independent claims 18, 19, 22, and 29 recite "wherein the demand forecast specifies at 
least one of a version and a feature of expected customer orders or dealer specifications of the 
product". It is unclear as to which options are presented, whether versions and features both are 
offered for just a customer order or dealer specification, or otherwise. All depending claims are 
rejected as well. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 29, 17 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

6. Claim 29 recites a "simulation system" comprising a series of "modules" and "means for" 
performing various steps. Giving the claim a broad reasonable interpretation, the claim recites a 
software system comprising software per se. Depending claims 17 and 30 are rejected as well. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Brown and Strader teach a method for simulated order processing processes, comprising 
updating demand quantities and outputting customized order data to production sites. However, 
these references and the remaining prior art of record, fails to disclose or suggest "using the 
adjusted demand forecast as placeholders for new actual customer orders of a finished product 
and new actual dealer specifications of a finished product, wherein the new actual customer 
orders or new actual dealer specifications are incorporated into the order processing process by 
matching the adjusted updated demand forecast with at least one of the new actual customer 
orders and new actual dealer specifications, wherein the at least one of the actual customer order 
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and the actual dealer specification is assigned to a matching, demand forecast not yet assigned to 
an actual customer order or an actual dealer specification" in combination with the remaining 
elements and features of the claimed invention.
